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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 USC 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 24-30, 35-38, and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ravenscroft et al. (US 5,766,201). 

Ravenscroft teaches all the claimed subject matter including a sleeve having an 
expandable part and a non-expandable part, due to a strip or wrapping. See col. 1 , line 
66 -col. 2, line 35. 

Claims 28, 29, 36, and 37 are product by process claims and although the claims 
are definite according to 35 USC 112 2 nd paragraph, no patentable weight is given to 
the process by which the device was made. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 31-34, 39, 41, and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ravenscroft et al (US 5,766,201) in view of Campbell et al (US 
5,868,704). 

Ravenscroft teaches all the claimed subject matter except for the reinforcing 
collar, adhesive material, and the sleeve being made of a fluoropolymer. Campbell 
teaches a balloon bound to a catheter by collars (93), made out of 
polytetrafluoroethylene (claims), and attached to a non-distensible element by an 
adhesive (col. 14, line 64-col. 15, line 2). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to substitute the collar of Campbell for the wrapping/strip of Ravenscroft, 
as it appears the two perform the same function, and would work equally as well. 
Further, it is well known to assemble components of catheters using adhesives as 
taught by Campbell, and it would be obvious to do so in Ravenscroft as well. Lastly, 
fluoropolymers such as PTFE are well-known to be used to make catheters, as 
illustrated by Campbell. It would have been obvious to use PTFE to make the sleeve of 
Ravenscroft, since it would perform equally as well as the disclosed material.

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection.
